Henry A Crabb’s Expedtion.— We 
learn from a private source that a good 
many of the expeditionists w ho started 
down with Hon. Henry A. Crabb for the 
Gadsden Purchase, having also an eye 
on Sonora, arc reported as having con¬ 
cluded to abandon the enterprise.

If 
Sonora offers inducements to the citizens of 
the United States to settle whitin her lim¬ 
its, we see no reason why such of them as 
may he desirous of assisting that province 
to establish a free constitution and a solid, 
permanent system of government, should 
not avail themselves of the opportunitv.

Escorn.voiNo.— 1 There is a buoyant feel¬ 
ing in the leading branches of trade. Cap¬ 
italists are again investing in real estate, 
t itizens seek with more alacrity to place 
their surplus means in comfortable home¬ 
steads. improvements unthought of a 
few months since are now occupying the 
attention of the enterprising. Sales of 
landed property show a large advance on 
the rates of six months ago, and a healthy 
reaction is gradually pervading the whole 
body politic.

A Six Week’s Sleep. 

A remarkable case of prolonged sleep 
is recorded of Margaret Lyall, an English 
servant girl, in the parish of Marytown, 
who in the year 1816 continued for nearly 
six weeks in a state of sleep. During the 
month of June, in that year, she experi¬ 
enced a slow fever ; which lasted about a 
fortnight. Oo the 23d of June, eight days 
after she had been able to leave her bed, 
she resumed her customary work, which 
she performed in an unusually hurried 
manner. Her health, however, appeared 
to be fully restored. On the 27th of June 
she was found in bed in a deep sleep, with 
the appearance of blood having flowed 
from her nose. There was also considera¬ 
ble blood by her bedside. All attampts 
to awaken her were utterly ineffectual. A 
physician was called, who took a pound 
of blood from her arm : but she still re¬ 
mained in the same lethargic state, with¬ 
out making the slightest motion, till the 
afternoon of the 3l)th of the same month, 
when she awoke of her own accord and 
asked for food. She stated that she re¬ 
membered having been awakened on the 
night of the 27th by a bleeding at her 
nose, which flowed very rapidly, and she 
held her head over the the bedside till the 
bleeding stopped ; hut from that moment 
she had no feeling or remembrance of 
anything, anil felt only as if she had taken 
a very long sleep. 

Medicine was administered, and she 
went to sleep as usual, but the next morn¬ 
ing she was found in the same state of 
profound sleep as before. Her breathing 
was very gentle, her countenance remark¬ 
ably placid, and free from any indication 
of pain, but her jaws were firmly locked, 
so that no food could be introduced into 
her mouth. She continued thus for seven 
day, motionless, and without exercising 
any bodily'funetion, until, ?at the end of 
that time she began to move her left hand, 
and by pointing to her mouth, indicated 
a desire for food, which she took readily. 
Still she discovered no symptoms of hear¬ 
ing, and made no other kind of bodily 
movement Her right arm appeared com¬ 
pletely dead and devoid of feeling, even 
when" pricked so as to draw blood ; the 
left arm was sensitive. She continued to 
take food placed to her mouth, munching 
it slowly. She could not move her hand 
to her mouth. She took medicine as 
readily as food, without any expression 
of disgust, and In- this means the diges¬ 
tive and subsidiary functions of her sys¬ 
tem were kept in operation. The eyelids 
were uniformly shut, and when forced 
open, the ball of the eye appeared to he 
turned upward so as to show only the 
white part of it. 

About the middle of July her head was 
shaved and a large blister applied, which 
remained nineteen hours, producing the 
usual effect, yet without the least svmp- 
tiem. " inner' means were tric'd, "but no 
sensation appeared. She remained in this 
state, without any apparent alteration, 
until the 8th of August, just six weeks 
from the time she was seized with In r 
lethargy, without ever appearing to be 
awake, except on the 30th of June, before 
mentioned. During this whole period her 
color was generally that of health, only 
inore delicate than usual, with occasional 
variations of intensity. She discovered no 
symptom of hearing till about four days 
before her recovery, and then only for a 
short time. < in the 8th of August her fa¬ 
ther, hoping to rouse her faculties, talked 
to her in shell a manner as to alarm her 
fears, and she gradually recovered the use 
of all her faculties, opened her eyes, and 
responded, though in a 1 >w and feeble 
voice, to bis questions. She was so weak 
as to be scarcely able to move. She had 
no recollection of what had happened, 
except of the conversation on the 30th of 
June, during her temporary revivification. 
She had never been conscious of having 
rccieved food or medicine or of being lilt¬ 
ed out of bed, and was greatly surprised 
upon discovering that her head was 
shaved. 

She regained her strength rapidly, and 
on the last day of August went to work 
as a reaper, performing the regular labor of 
the harvest for three weeks, without in¬ 
convenience. Again on the 27th of Sep¬ 
tember, and on the 11th of October, she 
fell into the same lethargic condition, re- 
rnaiuing thus for fifty hours each time, 
but recovering apparently in perfect 
health and resuming her work. 

Direction to Sportsmen. —Gunpowder 
should he carried in a flask, or if loose in 
the pocket should not be mixed with 
matches. As a rule, no sportsman ought 
to smoke. Before blowing down one 
barrel of a gun, it is advisib'e to sec 
whether the other is loaded. To ascer- 
tian this, look inside and let off a cap with 
your toe. The practice of drying pow¬ 
der over the lire in a frying pan should 
he discouraged. Many accidents have re¬ 
sulted from it. Always shut the eyes be¬ 
fore firing. Never carry a loaded gun at 
full cock horizontally, when a friend is 
walking before you, unless you are sure of 
the thickness of his corduroys. If a bird 
should raise between two sportsmen in a 
direct line, both ought not to fire at once. 
If a crack should t ie observed in your bar¬ 
rel, tie it firmly round with a hit of a 
string, for fear of accidents.— Diogenes. 

Nf.w Hitcii.— The Weekly Columbian 
says: The Columbia and Stanislaus Riv¬ 
er Water Co., are progressing rapidly in 
the final completion of this ditch. The 
immense tunnel running through the divi¬ 
ding ridge between the Tuolumne and Stan¬ 
islaus rivers, embracing a distance of 24u0 
feet, is completed to within 700 feet of the 
terminus, and is progressing at the aver¬ 
age rate of 10 feet per day. It will proba¬ 
bly be completed by the first of June. 
Mr Fletcher of this place has nearly com¬ 
pleted the erection of a saw mill on the 
south fork of the Stanislaus'river—rthe 
property of this ditch ; and the large res- 
ervior east of Columbia is in a condition 
to hold, at least 20 feet of water. The 
additional works on this ditch are pro¬ 
gressing most favorably.

A Crumb of Comfort from Wash¬ 
ington. 

By the latest intelligence from Wash¬ 
ington, our readers will perceive that the 
attention of the “ powers that be” has 
been called to the fact that Uncle Sam is 
tiie possi ssor of a large tract of country 
on the Pacific coast, which is increasing 
in population, as well as improving in 
Other respects, at a rapid rate. Further 
than the evidence it shows that our inter¬ 
ests are being taken into consideration at 
the seat of Government, the Wagon P,oad 
Lin, we opine, is of but little value to 
California. We hope it is but the intro¬ 
duction of a series of measures which 
will ultimately bring about the construc- 
tiou of a great Pacific Railroad—the thun¬ 
der of which measure has been claimed 
by no less than three political parties— 
and during the last canvass rang in our 
ears from not only nil. tbe Big Guns, but 
from bui’ts of a smaller calibre. 

The next step should be the establish- 
ment of a weekly mail between San Fran¬ 
cisco and the Atlantic side—a measure 
w hich is of great importance to the inter¬ 
ests of i 'alif. rnia. Son.. the \\ , h 

ington letter writers state that Dr. Gwin 
is making strenuous efforts to get this 
measure tacked on to the appropriation 
hills, and that there is a probability of his 
succeeding. Now that the ice is broken, 
we can reasonably expect that the inter¬ 
ests of the Pacific side w ill ho occasional! v 
attended to. The importance of a great 
national highway, even during these 
“ F'i'h'S times or peace,” can hardly be 
overrated; but in case of a war between 
our country and any strong Maritime 
power, the defenceless state of our coast, 
together with the impossibility, with our 
present facilities, of speedily conveying 
material aid to the Pacific, would render 
us an easy prey to a foreign foe. 

lhc advantages of a more speedy and 
dn-cct route, in a commercial point of 
view, would not be reaped by us alone. 
Our Eastern friends would come in for 
llif ir share of the benefits ; and we doubt 
not that our rapidly increasing trade in 
the Japan and China seas, will eventually 
bring the question home to them —and 
w hen it takes the shape of dollars and 
cents, it will bcj’oecr l upon the attention 
ol t. ongress. 1 he greatest obstach in the 
w ay of this measure, is the instinctive 
aver.-ion of some of the “ old Fogies” to 
anything in the shape of “ internal im¬ 
provements. Some of the hard-headed 
w ill not be easily convinced that the sys¬ 
tem is not as dangerous at the present 
day. as it was in times past, when they 
warred against it under the banner of 
Jackson and Van Buren. May Provi¬ 
dence clear the cobwebs lroni their brains, 

and open their eyes to the fact that we 
are a progressive people. 

Corruption in Congress. 

The Committee of Investigation ap¬ 
pointed by Congress to inquire into allcd- 
ged corruptions, hare made some startling 
developcmciits. Four members of Con¬ 
gress are, so far, implicated in having been 
bought, sold, and in agreeing, to pass bills 
for a consideration, or in other words, 
bribed, that the committee recommend 
their expulsion. It was stated before the 
committee, that there were twenty more 
equally guilty, but positive proof of the 
guilt of particular individuals, had not 
been obtained. Affairs had arrived at 
such a pass that it was almost impossi¬ 
ble to get a bill or claim passed, no mat¬ 
ter how just, without the expenditure of 
money, oftentimes in large amounts, by 
employing outsiders, lobby-members and 
agents, who would buy up such Congress¬ 
men as would sell themselves. The four 
members whose expulsion is recommend¬ 
ed, all belong to the Black B- publicans, 
and even the Hon. Horace Greeley, the 
head and front of that party, condescend¬ 
ed to receive the small consideration of 
one thousand dollars for aid and assist¬ 
ance which it is supposed he rendered in 
obtaining a grant of a little land (only 
2-"",0uo acres) for a Railroad Company in 
Minnesota. The committee sent for Ho¬ 
race to come and testify before them as to 
what he had been doing, but Horace 
was'nt at home, having gone out West, 
probably to look after tbe interests of the 
Tribune. Those members implicated, 
seemed to have been unscrupulous; bleed¬ 
ing all who had claims alike; thus, Welch, 
of Connecticut, thought fifty dollars rea¬ 
sonable for an old widow from his own i >is- 
triet to pay,for assisting to get her claim for 
a Pension passed. He ought to be garro- 
ted, and it is to be hoped that everv mem¬ 
ber, against whom proof exists of such 
proceedings, will he turned out of Con¬ 
gress, and that their constitutents will 
give them a coat of tar and feathers on 
their arrival home.

California Outdone, 

It has heretofore been the fashion 
among the Eastern journals, to comment 
pretty severely upon the prevalence of 
crime, andjhe general bad state of society 
in ( alifornia. The good pious people of 
the Atlantic States have, no doubt, held 
up their hands in holy horror as they have 
read from time to time accounts of the 
many bloody tragedies enacted in this 
land of “ gold and guilt,” and have fer¬ 
vently thanked Providence that tlu ir lot 
w as cast among a God-fearing and law- 
abiding people. To our shame be it said, 
there has been too much truth in the as¬ 
persions cast upon tho citizens of this 
peculiar country 

But with all due deference to the pious 
folks down East we think there is a slight 
°ec ill their own eye at the present time, 
and that the gratifying of the ir passion 
for getting horrified over something of the 
inrrul k ind, will not be dependent on the 
arrival of a California mail, but is in a fail- 
way to be supplied from the home market. 

This country, from its rapid settlement 
w ith men of all nations, classes, and char¬ 
acters, lias been, and still is, to a gre-at 
extent, the theatre of many deeds of vio¬ 
lence. A majority of these have been the 
result of sudden passion, and are not of 
the cool deliberate stripe of some of the 
recent occurrences of this kind, in Xew 
York and other places. The columns of 
many of the Eastern papers are devoted 
almost exclusively to the revolting details 
ol the late tragedy in New York citv, 
which reveal a state of depravity among 
those who pass for respectable people 
w hich is shocking to contemplate. We 
allude to the murder of Dr. Burdell. 

In the examination before the Coroner’s 
Jury, fact.-, enough have been elicited to 
prove that the state of morals among the 
denizens of upper-tendom is anything but 
pure. 

N'or is this an isolated case. In Xew 
England, famed for morality and steady 
habits, a woman, previously recognized 
as otic of the fashionables, has been arrest¬ 
ed for poisoning her husband, and there 
is hardly a doubt of her guilt. A clergy¬ 
man, too, one of the “ unco good and 
rigidly righteous,” who has made it a part 
* -( his pulpit labors to preach the wrongs 
of “ bleeding Kansas ” to his hearers, L 
charged with being too intimate with the 
wife of one of his flock, and in the course 
of the investigation of his ease—some 
choice bits of silk and broadcloth scandal 
came to light. Many other cases are rela¬ 
ted equally revolting, which, take n togeth¬ 
er, will form a long and dark chapter in 
the- criminal calender, and goes to show 
that though famed for deeds of violence 
and desperation, California must yield the 
palm to the older States for reducing mur- 

to a system.
